Regular  inspection  of  .Slaughter-houses,  Dairies  and  Cow- 
sheds, Butchers’  Shops  and  Bakehou.ses  has  been  made,  and  the 
sanitary  condition  of  all  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  stored, 
or  exposed  for  sale  is  good.  A new  register  is  completed  in  ac- 
cordance with  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922. 

There  are  3 private  Slaughter-houses,  which  have  been  main- 
tained efficiently. 

Disinfection  with  formalin  is  carried  out  after  all  infectious 
cases. 

No  facilities  exist  for  disinfectation. 

A pamphlet  on  Diphtheria  and  a circular  on  Botulism  were 
supplied  tO'  all  Medical  Practitioners.
